MILLIONS TURNED 
~ OVER TOPLOTTERS, 
NVESTIGATORSSAY 


Seizure of Lindbergh Baby 
Climaxes List of Crimes 
in Which Many Children 
Were Victims. 


By the Assoviated Press, 
CHICAGO, March 2.— The kid- 


naping of Charles Augustus Lind- 
bergh Jr. came as a climax to what 
investigators here said*° was a two- 
year wave of kidnaping in which 
2000 or more persons were abduct- 
ed for ransom in the United 8tates. 
Kidnaping syndicates tortured or 
terrorized victims into paying mil- 
lions of dollars in ransom, the in- 
vestigators said. 

“There probabiy were 400 kid- 
napings in lllinois during 1930 and 
31,” said Alexander Jamie, chief 
investigator of the “Secret Six” 
here. “Forty-nine victims report- 
ed officially paid ransom, many 
others were released without ran- 
som, and several hundred made no 
official reports.” 

Interests in the Middle West have 
banded together to obtain Federal 
legislation that would deter abduc- 


tors by making transportation of 
a kidnaped person from one state 
to another a capital crime. 

A petition for such legislation 
has been submitted to Congress by 
Col. Robert Isham Randolph, head 
of Chicago’s “Secret Six;” Walter 
B. Weisenburger, president of the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce, 
and others. 

Principal U. S. Kidnapings. 

Although organized kidnapingy 
for ransom are a comparatively re- 
cent outgrowth, authorities recalled 
that the kidnaping of the Lind- 
bergh baby tops a long list of ab- 
ductions of the last few decades, 
of which these ‘received nation- 
wide attention: 

1874—Charley Ross, 4 years old, 
Germantown, Pa., never found, al- 
though large rewards have been of- 
fered for his Safe return. 

1898—~Geraid~ Lapiner, 
later found-in Ohio. 

1900—Edward Cudahy of the fa- 
mous meat packing family. Pat 
Crowe served a prison term for 
this kidnaping. 

1907—Rose Giordano, New York, 
returned home and abductors ar- 
rested two years later.

Three of Ohio’s famous kidnaping 
cases were recalled today by‘the 
abduction of the infant son of Col. 
and Mrs. Charlies A. Lindbergh. The 
Ohio victims wére Marian McLean, 
6 years old, Cincinnati; Melvin 
Horst, 4, Orrville, and Dorothy Sie- 
lagowski, 7, Toledo. 

Another kidnaping case which 
received nation-wide attention end- 
ed in Cleveland, when Billy Whitla, 
8, was found in the Hollenden Ho- 
tel. He was kidnaped in Sharon, 
Pa., March 18, 1909. Mr. and Mrs. 
James H. Boyle were convicted as 
the kidnapers. He was sentenced to 
life imprisonment and she got a 25- 
year term. 

The Whitla boy was coaxed away 
from a schoolyard in Sharon, under 
the pretext that his father wanted 
him taken away to avoid exposure 
to smalipox. Billy was first taken 
by horse and buggy to Warren, O., 
then to Ashtabula, and finally to 
Cleveland. A $10,000 ransom was 
paid before the authorities suc- 
ceeded in finding the boy.

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U. S. KIDNAPING BILLS HAVE 
BETTER CHANCE OF PASSAGE 


Congressman Cochran Points Out How His 
Measures Would Aid in Hunt for 
Lindbergh Abductors.

A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
patch. 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The 
Lindbergh kidnaping has material- 
lygimproved the chances of enact- 
mént by Congress of the two kid- 
naping and intimidation bills intro- 
duced by Representative John J. 
Cochran (Dem.) of St. Louis. 

Cochran proposes in one bill to 
make it a Federal crime to trans- 
port a kidnaped victim from one 
state to another. The maximum 
penalty provided by the bill is 
death. The other bill would make 
it a felony to use posta) facilities 
for purposes of blackmail or in- 
timidation. 

Hearings were held on the bills 
last week. President Walter B. 
Weisenburger .of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce, Chief of 
Police Gerk of St. Louis and Col. 
Robert Isham Randolph of the 
Chicago “Secret Six” testified in 
support of the bills. If the Coch- 
ran bills had been enacted last year 
when they were introduced the 
Lindbergh kidnapers would be lia- 
ble to Federal prosecution today if 
they left New Jersey or used postal 
facilities to threaten harm to the 
Lindbergh baby. 

Cochran said that the Lindbergh 
kidnaping strikingly disclosed the 
necessity for Federal kidnaping leg- 
islation. 


Patterson Expects Action. 

Senator Patterson (Rep.) of Mis- 
souri,. author of a bill similar to 
the Cochran  anti-kidnaping bill, 
said that the kidnaping probably 
would hasten action by the Senate 
on the proposed legislation. A sub- 
committee of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, headed by Senator Water- 
man (Rep.) of Colorado, unani- 
mously approved the Patterson bill 
about two weeks ago. At Sénator 
Waterman’s office today it was said 
that Waterman had discharged his 
obligations and iad no intention of 
asking for immé@diate’ consideration 
of the bill. The next regular meet- 
ing of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee is scheduled for Monday. 
The bill could be reported to the 
Senate then. 

Senator Hull (Dem.) of Tennes- 
see is sponsoring a bill in the Sen- 


ate similar to the Cochran bill pro- 
hibiting the use of maii facilities 
in kidnapings and _ intimidation 
plots. The bill is now before the 
Senate Post Office Committee. 
References Made on Floor. 

When Congress met, if soon was 
evident how deeply the Lindbergh 
kidnaping had struck the legisla- 
tors. 

Senator Barbour called it a 
“ghastly tragedy” in the. Senate, 
while Representative Seger of New 
Jersey cited to the Houge the shock

Barbour asked for early consid- 
eration by the Judiciary Commit- 
tee of the bill to make kidnaping a 
felony. He succeeded in the Senate 
the late Dwight W. Morrow, grand- 
father of the kidnaped child. 

Representative Seger told the 
House “I can think of no crime 
that cuts the heartstrings and 
causes more anguish to father and 
mother than the kidnaping of their 
child. As a father and grandfa- 
ther, I appeal to the House to pass 
the bills pending making kidnaping 
a Federal crime.” 

There wds applause. Cochran 
praised Seger fur supporting his 
measure.’ 

The House Postoffice Committee 
had approved legislation for Fed- 
eral prosecution of those who send 
kidnap threats through the mail. 
The committee increased the fine 
from $1000 to $5006 and the im- 
prisonment pénalty from 5 to 20 
years.

County Treasurer Albert E. Leh- 
mann of Cole County was charged 
with embezzlement of $6450 of 
county funds, in an information 
filed last night by Prosecuting At- 
torney Nike Sevier of Cole County. 
The information, filed in a local 
St. Justice of the Peace caurt, was 
Stee at based upon a complaint signed by 4 
3 one of Lehmann’'s official bonds- 
men. A preliminary hearing proba- 
bly will be held this afternoon. 
The information was filed short- 
ly after Lehmann had submitted his 
resignation to the Cole County 
Court, effective at once. A topy of 
the resignation was mailed to Gov. 
}Caulfield, who will make an ap- 
pointment to fill the vacancy. 
Lehmann today waived a pre- 
Imiinary hearing on the embezzle- 
ment charge and was bound over 
to the Circuit Court under bond of 
$2500, which was furnished. Se- 
vier said the case probably would 
be taken up at the May term. 
Sevier declared Lehmann had 
made a brief statement admitting 
he was short approximately $6500 
in his accounts, but denied that he 
had received any personal benefit 
from the money. Sevier said Leh- 
mann did not give a definite ex- 
planation of the disposition of the 
money involved in the shortage. 
The complaint upon which the 
information was issued was,signed 
by A. H. Diemler, one of the gign- 
ers of Lehmann’s official bond. Se- 
vier said the. bondsmen had been 
investigating Lehmann’s accounts 
for several days, after learning dis- 
crepancies existed. 
The bondsmen became aware of 
the shortage, Sevier said, when 
Lehmann approached them with u 
request that they sign a note for 
him, explaining he wanted to bor- 
row some money to straighten out 
j his accounts. The shortage was 
placed at $6450, but a full audit 
of the accounts will be made by 
the County Court to determine if 
there are additional discrepancies. 
Lehmann’s boaks were said to coin- - 
cide with the books of other county 
officers, from whom he. received 
county funds, but the alleged 
shortage was found in the county's 
deposit in a local bank. 
Lehmann, 45 years old, was serv- 
ing the third year of his first term 
as County Treasurer. He is a Re- 
publican.

SPRINGFIELD, IiL, March 2.— 
Fourteen years had elapsed from 
the time Joseph Young was sen- 
tenced to the Illinois State Reform- 
atory, and the time he Wa. deliv- 
ered there, Feb. 4, General. Super- 
intendent John R. Cranor has writ- 
ten Attorney-General Oscar E. 
Carlstrom, asking for his opinion 
regarding the effect of the long 
delay on the prison sentence. 

The Attorney-General advised 


Superintendent Cranor that inas- 
much as his was a ministerial of- 
ficér, he had no alternative but to 
accept «'.e prisoner, 

- “The question of whether or not 
the prisoner may be incarcerated 
now,” Caristrom said, “is a ques- 
tion of law to be presented to the 
court. It is my opinion that you 
have ‘no discretion and it is your 
duty to receive the p isoner.” 


Young was sentenced to the re- 
formatcry Dec. 16, 1918, and the 
commitment papers were presumed 
to have becn lost. At the time of 
commitment he was 20 years of age 
and is now 34 years. He was re- 
cently afrested, mew papers pre- 
pared and he was delivered to the 
institution Feb. 4.

Unemployment Conference 
Says Administration Be- 
gan Work With Top 
Strata Instead of Bottom. 


Inequalities of the preseat eco- 
nomic order in the United States 
were examined at.the Joint Confer- 
ence of Unemployment yesterday at 
Hotel Statler, attended by represen- 
tatives of labor, religion, politics 
and education. Out of a day of dis- 
cussion, which continued through 
a night session, developed a decla- 
ration of principles recommended 
as a guide for remedial legislation. 

“Relief measures so far spon- 
sored by the President and adopted 
by the Seventy-second Congress,” 
the declaration begins, “show a 
tendency on the part of the present 
administration to attack the crisis 
by giving relicf at the top strata, 
that of big business, rather than at 
the bottom strata, where are mil- 
unemployed men and 


women. 


“Only by beginning the _ relief 


work at the bottom. we believe, 
can the gross injustices of the ma- 
chine age be terminated and this 
country be restored to a reasonably 
permanent state of prosperity, with 
employment for all. 
Many Idle Under Coolidge. . 

“Let us keep in mind that the 
unemployment problem, while in- 
tensified by the economic depres- 
sion now in its third year, existed 
long before that depression—that in 
those years of the Coolidge admin- 
istration, chronicled as the most 
prosperous years in the history of 
this country, between 1,000,000 and 
2,000,000 workers were involuntari- 
ly idle.’ 

The conference was organized by 
Louis Martin Wolf, secretary of the 
St. Louis Social Justice Commis- 
sion., Speakers included Frank J. 
Bruno, professor of sociology at 
Washington University; Joseph M. 
Klamon, associate professor of 
cofamerce at Washington Univer- 
sity; Bishop Scarlett of the Epis- 
copal diocese of Missouri; Rabbi 
Ferdinand M. Isserman of Temple 
Israel: the Rev. J. W. R.. Maguire, 
president of St. Viator’s College, 
Bourbonnais, Hl.: the Rev. George 
Gibson, pastor of the First Con- 
gregational Church in Webster 
Groves; Howard Y. Williams, ex- 
ecutive secretary’ of the League for 
Independent Political Action; Prof: 
Elmer Arndt of Eden Seminary, 
and Mrs. Mary Ryder, president of 
the Joint Council of Women’s Aux- 
iliaries. 

Many Women at Meeting. 


The sessions were attended by 
about 150 persons. Perhaps a 
fourth of them were women. There 
were a few young men, presumably 
students, and a number of older 
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men. Those most deeply concerned 
with the problems discussed, the 
unemployed, were represented by a 
substantial group which could be 
identified by frayed collars and 
worn clothing. Several who sought 
unsuccessfully to address the meet- 
ing contented themselves by gath- 
ering in corners to expound more 
radical opinions than those ext 
pressed by the speakers on the 
program. 

“The first rights of this coun- 
try,” the declaration of principles 
continues, “are human rights, and 
business must learn that it is prop- 
erly the servant and not the.master 
ne the people if capitalism is to en- 

ure, 


“Yet machinery, “which should 
have lightened the burden of men 
and women generally, has had the 
effect of throwing an alarmingly 
large percentage of them out of 
employment and of concentrating 
most of the wealth of the country 
in the hands of a few pepole. 

“Distribution, in the form of a 
shorter work week—perhaps five 
days of six hours each—of such 
employment as there is in a ma- 
chine age appears to us to be the 
only sound way to start the ma- 
chines and keep them running, so 
must eventually come, we believe, 
for selfish if not altruistic reasons.

Unemployment Insurance, 


“With employment for most of 
the people most of the time, un- 
employment insurance could func- 
tion on a sound basis, just as do 
life, fire and casualty insurance. 
The insolvency of unemployment 
insurance funds in England result- 
ed from an excess of unemploy- 
ment all the time. 

“A Government program of na- 
tional improvements could include 
reforestation, waterway, water 
power, road and park development, 
drainage and irrigation projects, 
and construction of public build- 
ings, bridges, viaducts, etc., and 
provide employment for all comers 
at a moderate wage per day, such 
program to be carried out in a 
leisurely way, over a long period— 
perhaps 20 to 50 years. 

“It would not be necessary to 
limit the selection to one plan. 
There could be two or more safety 
valves, affording a man or woman 
out of a job a choice of avenues of 
unemployment relief. 

“Any such plan or plans would 
require Government financing and 
direction. The simplest ‘And most 
equitable means of such financing, 
and even of meeting Government 
deficits such as the present, would 
be the issuance of bonds redeem- 
able out of inheritance and gift 
taxes and heavier surtaxes on very 
large incomes. Such practice, while 
securing the necessary revenue, 
would solve the problem of con- 
centrated wealth. 

“The inheritance tax should be 
greatly increased and the gift tax 
should be revived, it to equal the 
inheritance tax and be surrounded 
with ample safeguards, including a 
provision whereby any sum paid 
for property or service beyond a 
reasonable valuation thereof should 
be held to be a gift. 8 
“Old-age, disability and mothers’ 
pensions are needed, as are means 
of providing employment for able- 
bodied men, and women dependent 
upon themselves, who are being re- 
fused employment by large corpo- 
rations because of the age limit for 
employment, which is apt to be 
anywhere from 40 to 45 years, and 
in seme instances is as low as 35 
years. Perhaps the Government 
could favor the older men and 
women in allotting jobs and use its 
influence te have state, county and 
city governments do likewise. The 
sources of revenue above suggested 
could yield the Government suffi- 
cient income to pension the aged 
and the disabled.

The new bill would establish a 
tax of 3 cents a pint. Wet Bloc 
members believe this would raise 
upward of $500,000,000 annually. 

It would declare beer and other 
malt, fermented and brewed bev- 
erages of 2.75 per cent alcohol by 
weight to be nonintoxicating and 
permit its manufacture and sale. 
The measure also would prevent 
sales in public places other than 
hotel dining rooms, restaurants or 
clubs and then only with a méal. 
If this second wet bloc bill is not 
approved by a committee, leaders 
of the two groups have said they 
would attempt by petition to force 
a vote in the House.

DAVID JAYNE HILL, 
‘NOTED RISTORIAN, 
DIPLOMAT, 81, DIES 


U. S. Ambassador to Berlin 
in 1907, Accepted, Re- 
jected and Finally Re- 
ceived by the Kaiser.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—David 
Jayne Hil), educator, historian and 
former United States Ambassador 
to Germany, died here early today. 
Eighty-one years old, he had lived 
in retirement in Washington for 
many years, taking part in limited 
social life but maintaining close 


% |touch with governmental and in- 


ternational affairs. 

Before becoming Ambassador to 
Germany in 1907, Dr. Hill had been 
president of Bucknell University 
for nine years and from 1888 to 
1896 was president of the Univeér- 
sity of Rochester. 

He began his diplomatic career in 
1903 when he was appointed Unit- 
ed States Minister to Switzerland. 
He was made Minister to the Neth- 
erlands two years later and was a 
member of the permanent admin- 


istrative council of The Hague 
tribunal and one of the United 
States delegates to the second 


peace conference at The Hague. 


He was the author of biogra- 
phies of Washington Irving and 
William Cullen Bryant and other 
works. 

Funeral services will be held 


from Dr. Hill’s home late this week 
with burial at Williamsport, Pa. 
Appointment to Berlin. 

Dr. Hill’s appointment as Ambas- 
sador at Berlin. was the occasion 
for an extraordinary incident in 
the diplomatic relations between 
the United States and Germany. He 
had served as Assistant Secretary 
of State fog five years under John 
Hay and was Acting Secretary of 
State for long intervals when Hay 
was ill, was socially popular and 
respected for his 


appointment. 

Inquiry had been made of the 
Berlin Foreign Office as to whether 
Dr. Hill would be acceptable and 
it was announced that both the 
German Emperor and the Foreign 
Office had given immediate ap- 
proval, »ut greatly to the surprise 
of the President and diplomatic 
circles in Europe and America, 
word came from Berlin in March 
1908. that Emperor William had 
declined to receive Dr. Hill and it 
was reported that the Emperor 
stated his objections in a personal 
letter to the President. This was 
afterward denied. 

For a considerable time none but 
those most intimately concerned 
knew on what ground the Emper- 
or’s objection was based. It was 
reported that President Roosevelt 
was “mad clear through.” Em- 
peror William quickly discovered 
withdrew his objection which ap- 
and based on the Emperor's desire 
that the Ambassador should con- 
tinue to maintain as expensive an 
establishment and to entertain as /§ 
lavishly as had Dr. Hill's predeces- | 
sor. 

Dr. Hill went to Berlin. 
comfortable house, was cordially 
received by the Emperor. When he 
resigned in 1911, giving no reason, 
the German Foreign Office  ex- 
pressed the ustial regret over his 
resignation and declared that he 
had contributed to maintain friend- 
ly relations bet@een the two coun- 
tries. 

Fight on League of Nations. 

After the Peace Conference of 
1919; Dr. Hill took an active part 
in the fight against the League of 
Nations. He also opposed the ad- 
mission of Germany to the League. 

Born at Plainfield. N. J., June 
19, 1850, Dr. Hill studied at Buck- 
neil University and at Berlin and 
Paris. Within five years of his 
graduation, in 1879, he was elected 
president of Bucknell and remained 
in that position for nine years. In 
1888 he was elected president of. 
the University of Rochester but re- 
signed in 1896 to study law and 
diplomacy and to further that ob- 


leased a 


ject he then spent nearly three 
years in Europe. 
Most of Dr. Hill's books dealt 


with questions of government or 
international relations. Among 
other works he wrote ‘“‘The Princi- 
ples and Fallacies of Socialism,” 
“The Social Influence of Christi- 
anity,”” “Elements of Psychology,” 
and “A History of Diplomacy in the 
International Development of Eu- 
rope.” He was a fellow of the 
American Association for Advance- 
ment of Science and of other 
learned, scientific and literary clubs 
and societies. 

Dr. Hill married Juliette Lewis 
Packer of Williamsport, Pa., in 
1886. She died in 1923.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The 

Norris La Guardia bill restricting 

the use of Federal injunctions in 


labor disputes was approved ioday 
by the House Judiciary Committee. 
The bill is virtually the same as 
that passed yesterday by the Sen- 
ate, 75 to 5. 

Besides limiting the use of the 
injunction in labor disputes, the 
bill outlaws the “yellow dog’ con- 
tract, which binds employes not a 
join labor unions. 

The big majority by which = 
Norris bill was approved in the 
Senate followed years of effort by 
organized labor to obtain such leg- 
islation. 

The five votes against the bill 
were cast by New Englanders. The 
rest of the Senate, with the excep- 
tion of a few, was recorded in fa- 
vor of the measure, either by vote 
or announcement. 

The final ballot came after more 
during 
which every amendment opposed 
by those sponsoring the legislation 
was rejected. 

In addition to its labor clauses 
the bill carries a provision to pro- 
tect the freedom of the press by 
authorizing jury trials and trans- 
fer ot judges in cases of contempt 
of court. 

Just before the final vote, Sena- 
tor Reed (Rep.), Pennsylvania, an- 
nounced hc wae voting for the bill 
“with a good deal of shame” be- 
cause of “the condition in which it 
leaves the Senate.” 

He said he was “convinced that 
the court of equity should not be 
converted by tne injunction method 
into a police court” and was op- 
posed to the “yeliow dog’ contract, 
but thought some provisions of the 
bill would take from labor more 
rights than the measure protccted. 

Reed expressed hope that cer- 
tain provisions would be changed 
by the House. 

Johnson (Rep.) of California re- 
plied that he was voting for\the 
bili “with a feeling of pride and 
exultation because this Congress 
has done a measure of justice to 
the workers.” He added: 

“At last we have seen the day 
when Congress has dared to legis- 
late against a Federal injunction 
outrageously invoked against la- 
bor.”’ 

Borah (Rep.) of Idaho said he 
felt the most important provision 
of the bill was that outlawing yel- 
low dog contracts which bind a 
worker not to join a union, and 
expressed confidence it would end 
that form of bargain. 

The five Senators who voted 
against the bill were: Bingham of 
Connecticut, Moses and Keyes of 
New Hampshire, Austin of Ver- 
mont and Hale of Maine.

Supreme Court Decision in Kansas 
Gas Case Strengthens City’s Fight 


For Lower Rates i in St. Louis 


Ruling Against Utility Which Sold Fuel to 
Itself, Should Apply to Laclede ahd 
Possibly to Union Electric. 


City Counselor Muench said today 
that the city’s fight for lower gas 
rates was materially strengthened 
by the United States Supreme Court 
decision in the Kansas case uphold- 
ing the authority of the Staté Pub- 
lic Service Commission to inquire 
into the reasonableness of the price 


at which a distributing company 
purchased gas from an affiliated 


control. 

As has been told, the Western 
Distributing Co., a subsidiary of the 
Cities Service Co., sought to in- 
‘crease rates for natural gas distrib- 
uted in Eldorado, Kan. The gas 
was purchased from another sub- 
sidiary of Cities Service. The dis- 
tributing company paid 40 cents a 
thousand cubic feet for the gas at 
the city gat& a price which it main- 
tained had been held in other cases 
to be reasonable. The city object- 
ed that there was no showing that 
the price was reasonable in this 
case and thg State Commission 
ruled that in the absence of any 
showing that this price was a rea- 
sonable and fair operating cost the 
increase would be denied. The Su- 
preme Court decision upholds the 
position of the Commission. 


Idke the Laclede Case. 


There is practically an identical 
situation in the gas purchase con- 
tracts of the Laclede company. In 
the rate case commenced in 1927, 
which resulted in 1929 in an in- 
crease, it was shown that Laclede 
was buying gas under two contracts 
with subsidiaries of Utilities Power 
& Light Corporation, its own par- 
ent company. It was buying oil 
still gas (a product of the, Wood 
River refineries) from the Missou- 
ri-Illinots Pipe Line Co., and coke 
oven gas from the St. Louis Gas 
& Coke Corporation. 

The city introduced testimony to 
show that the price paid for oil 
still gas allowed the pipe line com- 
pany a clear profit of 19 cents a 
thousand cubic feet above the cost 
of operation plus a fair return on 
investment, and that the price paid 
for coke oven gas purchased from 
the Utilities Power and Light sub- 
sidiary, 25 cents a thousand cubic 
feet, was greater than Laclede's 
cost of producing gas in its own 
plants, averaging from 20.31 to 
22.5 cents. 

It was contended by the city that 
these contracts were unduly profit- 
able to the holding company, Utili- 
ties Power and Light Corporation, 
which was both buyer and seller. 
In fact, the city presented evidence 
which it asserted left no doubt that 
previously the coke oven gas, a by- 


company under the same ownership: 


product of the manufacture. of 
coke, was allowed to go to waste. 


City’s Argument. 

The position of the city, as stated 
in the record, was “that those con- 
tracts are so beneficial to the sub- 
Sidiaries and associated companies 
that it hurts the interest of La- 
clede Gas Light Co. and makes it 
impossible for it to earn, as it 
claims, its 7 per cent, and makes 
it necessary for them to ask for an 
increase in the rates. The position 
we take is that there are many of 
these contracts that these associ- 
ated companies have that are very 
profitable to the associated com- 
panies but keep their own return 
down below what they are entitled 
to make.”’ 

Despite the claims of the city, 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission apparently accepted the 
contract prices as legitimate and 
reasonable operating costs contrib- 
uting to the necessity of a rate in- 
crease, The commission, however, 
issued a mild warning in its: order, 
stating: 


“The commission, however, looks 
with concern upon the company’s 


paying a price for gas that appears 


in excess of their cost to manu- 
facture, and if such costs should 
indicate the future operating ex- 
penses were not benefited to the 
extent of off-setting the increase, 
the commission will disallow the 
added costs.” 


The city did not deny the right 
of Laclede to contract for the pur- 
Chase of gas at any price it might 
see fit, but asserted that the excess 
of such contract price over a rea- 
sonable price should not be allowed 
in operating costs to be charged 
against consumers in rates.

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TAX INCREASE BILL 
REVISED UPWARD

Manufacturers’ Sales Levy 

Advanced to 2.25 In- 
stead of 2 Per Cent as

March 2.—The 

tax increase bill now under con- 

sideration by the Ways and Means 

Committee of the House has again 

been revised upward. 

As it stood this afternoon in 
closed session of the full commit- 


tee, called for the purpose of pre- 
paring a final draft for introduc- 
tion in the House, the bill provided 
for a 2% per cent manufacturers’ 
sales tax of general application, ex- 
cept with respect to raw foods and 
some other necessary commodities. 
The rate previously considered by 
the committee was 2 per cent. 

The bill also proposed a 2% per 
cent tax on telephone bills, to be 
collected at the source. 

Departing from the previously 
announced policy of most of the 
Democratic leaders, the framers of 
the bill brought in a proposal to 
lower exémptions”in the personal 
income tax schedules of single per- 
sons from $1500 to $1000 and of 
married persons from $3560 to 
$2500. These changes accord wit 
the recommendations of the Treas- 
ury last December. 

As forecast, the bill would in- 
crease the income surtax rates to 
substantially the level of the 1924 
law, when the maximum was 40 
per cent.

made to the statement that the railroad 
managements have appointed men to co- 
operate in the movement to increase 
employments. 

To one aware of present conditions 
this statement is, to say the Icast, con- 
fusing. There has been no letup in abol- 
ishing positions and laying off employes 
on railroads; if anything, the number of 
positions abolished and men laid off is 
increasing, and it seems inconceivable 
that the opposite should be taken for 
granted. 

Why the railroads should appoint men 
particularly to obtain employment. for 
the unemployed in their line of endeavor 
seems far-fetched, when it is understood 
that all that is necessary is to notify fur- 
loughed employes to return to work. 

It may be that, because of deferred 
maintenance of track and equipment and 
the impossibility of any longer putting 
off repairs to roadbeds, track and equip- 
ment, increases in forces in the main- 
tenance departments have occurred. 
These, at best, can be only of a tempo- 
rary nature, But in the forces regularly 
required in operation of the roads, dis- 
placement.of men is the order of the day.

Now tHat the various reconstruction measures have 
passed Congress and danger of a credit collapse may 
be assumed to have been averted, the problem of r ma- 
terial reconstruction remains. . 

It‘is only indirectly that the measures passed for 
the relief of credit affect the condition of business. 
Since ours is an industrial civilization, there can: be 
no recovery from the depression until, manufacturing 
is resumed. This is why the operations of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation and liberalization 


tof the Federal Reserve rediscount restrictions have 


not been able to rally the stock market for more than 
a few days ata time. The value of industrial stocks 
is based upon production. The rousing cheer heard 
on the floor of the New York Stock Exchange when 
Steel common touched $50 could not mean anything 
while the consumption of steel ingots was falling off. 
Neither could the refunding of railroad bonds and 
the 10 per cent reduction in wages accepted by rail- 
road workers materially rally railroad securities 
when car loadings were decreasing. 

In brief, the secret of American prosperity is pro- 
duction. Mr. Ford thinks the great fortunes held by 
our industrialists are for use, and he proposes to 
make use of his by putting 100,000 men to work mak- 
ing new cars; but it cannot be expected that all in- 
dustrialists will believe they could sell their manufac- 
tures if they resumed manufacturing or that they 
consider themselves obligated to operate at their own 
expense. Before we can have material reconstruction 
upon any great scale, we must deal with the reali- 
ties behind the depression. It is one of the tragedies 
of American politics that the-Democratic party, upon 
achieving a majority in the lower house of Congress 
at the elections of last November, did not at once 
move to reduce the schedules of the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff. The revelation that the Democrats are not in 
opposition to the Republicans pon -this vital issue, 
but are themselves interested ‘in the various tariff 
rackets of the. states, is disheartening. 

There are, however, things that“industry can do 
for itself. It can .educe the working day and the 
working week, and so take up a great deal of the 
slack in employment. If we have not by this time 
learned that to keep people idle or to reduce their 
wages in the way industry has done is to destroy our 
great domestic market, we never shall learn it. The 
thing to do is to put the unemployed to work. Few 
industries can start up as Mr. Ford is doing with the 
same lively expectation he has of finding a mar- 
ket. Not every industry is engaged in the adventure 
of bringing out either automobiles or new models of 
automobiles; but the people cannot go on indefinitely 
feeding and caring for the unemployed in the great 
industrial centers upon the plan now in vogue all 
over the country. Their own capacity for giving is 
diminished by the paralysis of industry. There will 
be an end to it, however generous the more fortunate 
may be disposed to be. Some of the industries have 
already restored many of their employes to the pay- 
roll on part time. They are doing this in a few cases 
when there is nothing more to do than to put the 
plant in order. The railroads have promised in a 
concert among executives to increase employment. 
Every industry can do something of this sort. Thus 
there can be taken out of the ranks of the unem- 
ployed most of the people for whom industry is di- 
rectly responsible. Society will have all it can do 
to take care of the rest. 

The purpose of the road bill now going through 
Congress is to augment Federal funds in the states 
and make it possible for many thousands of the un- 
employed to work on the roads. The cities particu- 
larly should look forward to next winter with some- 
thing of this kind in mind. The unemployed would 
vastly prefer to work for their livelihood, and the 
communities which support them in time of stress 
would much better have some substantial return for 
what they give than not to have it. St. Louis is full 
of urgent public needs to which unemployment can 
be applied. Are we to do no more than to go from

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THE SPIRIT OF ST. LOUIS. | 
Congratulations to the Crisis Committee and com- 
mendation for the people of St. Louis. -The commit- 
tee, with good judgment, planned the work for the 
relief of the unemployed, and the people have re- 
sponded promptly and liberally to its call. 
The Crisis Committee reported yesterday that its 


contributions and pledges exceeded the amount for 


which it asked. It asked for $600,000, to be matched 
by $600,000 from the city, and the total reported yes- 
terday was $637,000. All that now remains is for the 
municipality to do its part. Chairman Francis of 
the Crisis Committee announces that the commit- 
tee has wisely decided to receive further contribu- 
tions from all who are able to give or subscribe. 
Whatever surplus is realized willbe “held in trust 
for the public and used by the Citizens’ Commiittee 
for Relief and Unepeynamt, for direct relief when 
called upon to do so.’ 

In addition to the cash contributions, there are 
pledges by firms and employes and others to pay 
monthly or quarterly during the year, until the 
pledges are met. There will naturally be casualties 
among the subscribers. It is not to be expected that 
everyone who pledges contributions will be able to 
meet the promises in full. There will be deaths, ill- 
ness, removals and possibly loss of employment from 


various causes, so that there ought to be considerable | 


oversubscription to assure the raising of the funds 
required. There must be an allowance for a percent- 
age of loss. ; 

It should be borne in mind that the money raised 
by the Crisis Committee for immediate relief must

dull year cannot be estimated with accuracy. We do

within the year. Provision should be made for future 
contingencies, so that the committee will not find 
itself out of funds to meet the emergency to the full. 
It may be that a million dollars in gifts from citi- 
zens will be needed to carry the work over next win- 
ter. At any rate, it is better to have a full treasury 
than a scant supply. 

We repeat, however, that St. Louis has more than 
met expectations. The city has been saved from the 
reproach of not taking care of its own destitute and 
starving and the humiliation of asking for outhide 
aid.

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How Tammany Preys on Entire Nation 


From the Cincinnati Address of Judge Samuel Seabury of New York. 


S the City "of New York now exists, 
A: is organized and operated not for 

publie service, but to give the greatcst 
number of fobs to faithful party workers 
and to expend the greatest amount of money 
through Tammany-controlled agencies, re- 
gardiess of efficiency or businesslike ad- 
ministration. 

At the same time, the racketeer, protect- 
ed by politics, and, indeed, often in partner- 
ship with it, takes his toll at every stage 
in the life of the city. Every car of ma- 
terial which reaches New York by rail, 
every cargo that enters its port, must pay 
{fn some form for the privilege of unload- 
ing. Indeed, even the right to have a port 
—i. e., a pier or a railroad. terminal—can 
be acquired only at a price payable‘tto Tam- 
many Hall, Fruits, groceries, vegetables, 
milk—everything we eat. or drink—sand, 
brick, stone, cement—everything which 
goes into the buildings over our heads— 
must pay its toll to the politician-protected 
racketeer. These costs are added to the 
overhead of the distributer and in ‘the end 
the public must pay. 

In.some cases the increased cost due to 
the toll takem by the racketeer is not sad- 
died upon the people of the City of New 
York alone, or even\upon the people of the 
State of New York alone. In a recent in- 
vestigation which I had the honor to con- 
duct before undertaking the legislative in- 
vestigation in which I am now engaged, it 
was shown, for instance, that in the live- 
fish industry one-fifth of the population of 
the United States was affected by the tariff 
taken by fhe racketeér at the Port of New 
York. 

The proof showed that 20 per cent of the 
population of thig country receives its live 
fish through the Port of New York; that 
every fisherman bringing his haul into New 
York had to pay tribute to dock his boat, 
and, in default of payment, he was unable 
to unload his cargo: the wholesaler had to 
pay tribute to get his; fish from the dock 
to his counter in the market and, if he 
failed to pay. po amount of money could 
secure him the necessary porterage; the 
retailer had to pay tribute to get the fish 
carried from the wholesale counters to his 
wagon and, if he failéd to do so, he not 
only was ynable to hire labor, but his stock 
was sprayed with kerosene oi] and ruined. 

Moreover, while he was arranging to have 
his fish carried from the wholesaler’s coun- 
ter to his wagon, he was aiso required to 
pay tribute to prevent his wagon from be- 
ing destroyed or disabled.

Let me suggest as worthy of considera- 
tion certain steps which seem to be wise

Such a movement cannot, in my judg- 
ment, be successful unless it has the sup- 
port of citizens who volunteer for good gov- 
ernment and will support those who carry 
out such a non-partisan government.

Tammany Hall has given New York City 
a municipal government saturated with cor- 
ruption, under which vast private fortunes 
are filched from the people. That is, how- 
ever, not all that it does. It is constantly 
using its local power to extend its oppor- 
tunities for influence into the State and 
even into the national Government itself. 
Fattening upon the spoils and patronage 
derived from the municipal government 
which it despoils, it controls a powerful 
organization, and with its votes and 


ment itself, 

Just as the local Republican machine in 
Philadelphia has had a profound effect and 
influence upon the State and the nation, to 
its great disadvantage, so in national con- 
ventions and in the national sphere of in- 
fluence Tammany Hall exerts a sinister. in- 
fluence.

The Stimson Letter in Europe 


By Walter Lippmann. 


ROME, March 1 (by cable). 
HE ful text of Mr, Stimson’'s letter (o 
T Senator Borah has not been .easy to ob- 
tain here in Italy, nor, I should imagine, 
elsewhere in Europe. Having at last seen 
the full text, it seems to me improbable 
that it has been received without serious 
misgiving in the chief capitals of Europe. 
For in inviting other governments to joi 
the United States in deciaring that they wil 
“not recognize any situation, treaty or 
agreement” entered into in violatian of the 
Kellogg pact. Mr. Stimson has raised a 
question of principle that deeply concerns 
Europe. He is in effect asking the Euro- 
pean nations to say all over again and in 
more binding form, because tt is s6 much 
more concrete than the Kellogg pact itself, 
that they will not attempt tdrevise the 
existing constitution of Europe by illega! 
means. It will be interesting to see whether 
Germany will accept Mr. Stimson’s thesis.

Delker showed his power yéester- 
day during the morning and after- 
noon batting sessions. He was in 
uniform for the first time, having 
arrived a day late, but he was 
pounding the ball to all fields, 
bombarding-the distant clubhouse 
with- line drives. 

But Delker always did hit in the 
spring. His first trial with the 
Cardinals was in 1929, and that 
year he looked like a better ball- 
player than Gelbert, who had been 
brought from Rochester to be the 
regular shortstop. Delker showed 
such batting power and so mutch 
fielding skill that he was conceded 
a fine chance to become the regu- 
lar third baseman. 

Has One Bad Weakness. 

However, when the Cardinals re- 
turned to St. Louis and the flag 
race started, Manager Billy South- 
worth sent Fred Hlaney gr some 
older man to third. That disap- 
pointment may have impaired Del- 
ker’s morale. At any rate when he 
was sent into the lineup as a sub- 
stitute he kicked grounders and 
struck out viciously. He was sent 
to the minors and has been out now 
for parts of three vears. Last year 
for Rochester he batted only .269. 

“Delker has one bad weakness,” 
Street told the writer last night. 
“Sure he ought to go right on hit- 
ting through the season as he does 
in the spring, but he won't until he 
learns to hit side-arm pitching. 

“It is not that he lacks courage 
but there'‘is something about side- 
arm pitching that gets his goat. He 
steps into any other kind of pitch- 
ing, but when a side-armer faces 
him he gives ground, steps back 
into the bucket and he has no pow- 
er. 

“T think I can correct that. At 
any rate, I’m going totry. I’m go- 
ing to send him down to the batting 
cage and send Tex Carleton along 
with him and I'll tell Carleton to 
give hint nothing but  side-arm 
pitching. 

“That is his only hope. He must 
gee so much of it that he will be- 
come accustomed to it.

NEW YORK, March 2,—The 
British Government will repay a 
large sum, estimated around $150,- 
000,000, on Friday to 110 American 
banks. 

The repayment will be applied to 
the $200,000,000 special banking 
credit set up ‘in this country last 
Aug. 28 by J. P. Morgan Co. and 
109 other financial houses. While 

' details on the operation are with- 
held, definite confirmation has been 
obtained in Wall street that ar- 
rangements for a substantial pay- 
ment have been completed. 

The loan agreement did not call 
for ahy payment before Aug. 28. 
The British Treasury's determina- 
tion to make its payment five 
months in advance of maturity was 
a distinct surprise to Wall street. 

During February, the Bank of 
England repaid all of its original 
$250,000,000 loan obtained in 
amounts-of.$125,006,000 each from 

the Federal Reserve Bank of New 


York and the Bank of France. The 
Bank of England later reduced its 
discount rate from 6 to 5 per cent.
